ASSESSMENT 
SETUPHERE 
IS PRAISED 


Records in 
the office of the 
Adams County assessor "seems to 
be complete and accurate and com­ 
parable with the best we’ve seen in 
the staJe,” members of the State 
Tax Equalization Board told the 
Adams County Commissioners and 
County Assessor D. Walker Woods 
in a courthouse conference Wednes­ 
day afternoon. 
The state officials had come here 
in respond to a recent letter from 
the coun*’ tax assessor's office. 
They explained they have nothing 
to do with tax assessment operations 
but offered to send a representa­ 
tive to a school for assessors here 
early in 1958 to explain the functions 
of the Tax Equalization Board. 
The men from Harrisburg ex­ 
pressed the opinion that Adams 
County had followed 
the "right 
procedure" in setting up the uni­ 
form assessment system. "You're 
getting it for less than $50,000 while 
some counties are spending hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars,” one 
of the visitors said. One member 
of the county commissioners pointed 
out that Adams County had turned 
down a bid from a firm that offered 
to set up the assessment system for 
a figure in excess of $200,000. 
George E. Fox, director of re­ 
search 
for 
the 
tax 
equalization 
board, who accompanied two state 
board members here, said that as 
far as he knew Adams County’s 25 
per cent of market value level for 
assessments Is among the lowest 
in the state. ’’The range is from 
25 to 70 per cent with the state law 
placing a limit of 75 per cent,” Mr. 
Fox said. He estimated that the 
stale average is "between 30 and 
35 per cent.”

A. “Cappy” Thomson, secretary of 
the state Township Supervisors’ As­ 
sociation, 
added: 
"If

dumping I think you are morally 
obligated 
to provide a place 
to 
dump. Not only are you morally ob­ 
ligated but if you don’t I'm afraid 
you’ll find a lot of little dumping 
places springing up all over the 
township. I know th a t there is a 
very serious problem evolving be­ 
cause of increased population not 
only of boroughs and cities, but of 
townships as well. I know no one 
wants to be the one dumped on— 
but I think the problem can be 
worked out in cooperation between 
the townships and the towns, to the 
advantage of everyone concerned." 
Thomson 
told 
the 
supervisors 
they have a right to put up stop 
signs at intersections of township 
roads but do not have a right when 
the township road Intersects with 
a state-operated road. However, he 
added, "permission generally can be 
granted by the state if you talk 
to them about it.” 
Engineers Speak 
Supervisors were told they could 
"take down any fence th a t is on 
the right of way tor your roads. 
The width of the right of way de­ 
pends on whether it is a common* 
consent road or a road laid out with 
a definite right of way. When it 
is a common consent road — th a t 
is one on which nothing has ever 
been recorded—then your right of 
way is 16H feet on each aide of the 
center of the road. If someone has 
a fence on th a t right of way, you 
have a right to take it down. I 
would suggest th a t you put the 
pieces up on the adjoining owners’ 
property however in case he want* 
to put it back up on his own prop­ 
erty."

Camera News

When > am deluged with cats 
and dogs, I know the New Year 
is at hand. What I mean is, the 
1956 Cat and Dog Calendars have 
arrived. These are practical weekly 
engagement schedules, each one 
illustrated with an appealing cat 
or dog photo by Walter Chandoha. 
Probably the best known spe­ 
cialist in cat and dog photography 
today, Chandoha traces his suc­ 
cess from the Eastern blizzard of 
1947, when he gave asylum to a 
half-frozen 
kitten 
found in 
the 
snow. He never did get around to 
finding it a home elsewhere be­ 
cause it romped and purred it* 
way into his hear* and became a 
rewarding subject for his camera. 
Cat, Dog Advice 
Ten years and more than 20,000 
cat photo* later, Chandoha has 
some advice to pass on to cam era 
fani who have a cat or dog in 
the household. As a general rule, 
he believes that it’s best to use 
flash in photographing family pet* 
because it’* the simplest way to 
maneuver 
the 
amount of light 
necessary. 
Photoflood bulbs, which can pro­ 
vide sufficient light, are apt to be 
accompanied by enough heat to 
make it uncomfortable for animals. 
“T hat’s especially true when the 
lights are placed close enough to 
get a sm all lens aperture and a 
high shooting speed, both of which 
are essential in getting good sharp 
pet 
pictures,” 
Chandoha 
says. 
These 
two 
factors, 
a 
sm all 
aperture and a fast shutter, are 
the 
two big reasons 
for using 
flash. Even with the smallest flash­ 
bulbs like the midget M2’*, a lens 
stop of f-22 or f-32 can be used 
for the close distances at which 
pets are photographed and still 
produce good 
quality negatives. 
Use Small Stop 
The reason it is necessary to 
use * sm all stop is. sharpness. 
Animal pictures should be wire- 
sharp. By stopping down to the 
smallest stops, pictures are usually 
sharp even if there is a slight 
error in focusing. The extreme 
depth of field compensates for the 
focusing error. 
A fast shutter speed 
is also 
possible with flash, provided the 
cam era is properly synchronized. 
When 
accurately 
adjusted, 
the 
peak of the flash can be caught 
at I/200th or l/250th of a second 
Even if the camera is set at l/50th 
of I/100th, the duration of the 
flash is short enough to stop action, 
especially, of course, with strobe 
or speedlight flashes.

IS MISSING IN 
HOTEL BLAST 


GREENVILLE, Tex. <*—A shat­ 
tering explosion thudded through 
the 
three-story 
Beckham 
Hotel 
last night, and was followed by 
raging, stubborn fire. One 
body 
was found in the ruins and one of 
the 32 registered guests was still 
missing early today. 
The body of Joshua B. Carter, 
of Celeste. Tex., a guest at the 
hotel, was found in the wreckage 
on the third floor. 
Three persons were hospitalized 
an d .others were treated for cuts, 
bruises and shock Fifteen elderly 
men lived at the hotel, which also 
was popular with traveling men. 
All the elderly were among those 
accounted for. 
Blow At Windows 
Many guests were forced shiv­ 
ering and hnlf-dressed into the 26- 
degree cold. Several were routed 
from their beds and fled own fire 
escapes an ladders. 
The explosion blew out all the 
windows in the hotel and shat­ 
tered glass in neighboring build­ 
ings. Water from fire hoses froze 
a coating of ice over streets and 
sidewalks. 
“ Everything was just quiet and 
all of a sudden there was this bis 
explosion—boom,” said desk clerk 
Luther 
O w e ns.

flame at first, • although some fire 
licked up the west entrance of 
the hotel. It was so smokey I 
couldn't see who got out.” 
Gas Was Cut Off 
Earl Benson, manager of the 
Greenville office of Lone Star Gas 
Co., said the gas was cut off for 
two blocks in all directions from 
the hotel at the time of the ex­ 
plosion while 20 men worked on 
a gas leak

EDITOR ENDS 
HIS OWN LIFE 


PITTSBURGH (ZP) — John Mc­ 
Dowell, 
former 
Republican 
con­ 
gressman and editor of a weekly 
newspaper, shot himself to death 
last night outside his suburban 
Wilkinsburg home, police said. 
“ It definitely was suicide,” said 
LL 
Walter 
Edinger 
of 
Wilkins­ 
burg police. The officer said the 
55-year-old 
McDowell 
had 
been 
brooding 
some 
time 
over 
poor 
health. 
The body was found on McDow­ 
ell's front porch after members 
of his family heard a shot. Edin 
ger said a .32 caliber bullet struck 
McDowell in the right temple. 
McDowell was elected to Con­ 
gress in 1938 and he served IO 
years. For a number of years he 
was a member of the House Un- 
American 
Activities 
Committee 
and was prominent in the Alger 
Hiss perjury case. 
At the time of his death Mc­ 
Dowell was editor of the Wilkins­ 
burg Gazette, a weekly newspa­ 
per. 
McDowell’s wife, Virginia, and 
daughter, Patricia. 24. were home 
when he stepped outside the house 
about l l p.m.—presumably to get 
some logs for a fireplace. Tile shot 
followed “within minutes.

It was created to 
meet one kind of war. But the 
nature oI the war changed and 
kept changing. 
President Eisenhower isn’t ex­

Organization’s 
meeting 
next Monday in Paris. 
NATO was created in April 1949 
as a loose collection of Western 
nations, 
including 
this 
country, 
which promised to help each oth­ 
er if Russia attacked. At that time 
Russia had no atomic bomb or 


nuclear weapons 
West Had Advantage 
The West had the advantage. 
The United States h^d the bomb. 
The Europeans could hold back 
a Russian attack until American 
bombers went to work. That was 
the original idea. 
Within 
a 
few months, 
NATO 
faced a new problem: On Sept. 
23, 1949, Russia had developed the 
atomic bomb. Within another four 
years it had the hydrogen bomb. 
The original conception of war in 
Europe—if it cam e—was gone. 
W’estern Eruope now faced pos­ 
sible annihiliation from Russia if 
war started. It was frightening. 
But Russia drove the loose-knit 
NATO partners into a full mili­ 
tary alliance by letting the Ko­ 
rean War start in 1950. 
Began Penetration 
Blocked in Western Europe—at 
least 
temporarily—Russia 
began 
political 
and economic 
penetra­ 
tion of Asia and the Middle East 
while talking peace. 
The NATO dilemma began in 
earnest: 
How 
could 
it 
counter 
Russian progress in other areas, 


particularly 
the 
Middle 
East 
which 
is 
Europe’s 
oil 
source? 
NATO hasn’t found an answer to 
that yet. It’s still struggling to 
find one. 
Until 
1955 Secretary of State 
Dulles had been warning the main 
danger from Russia was military. 
In that year he began to shift his 
thinking.

meeting he said the main threat 
j was political and economic. 
Found No Solution 
But that meeting produced no 
solution. By the time of the next

Perhaps someday one of the 
NATO members would get into a 
shooting war which might be out­ 
side of E u r o p e but nevertheless 
would quickly develop into war 
in Europe through Soviet retalia­ 
tion. 
Shocked West Again 
And

Europe too in 1966: by warning 
Britain it could be pulverized by 
Soviet missiles—clear warning to 
all Europe that Russia had or soon 
would have weapons that could 
span the Continent swiftly. 
And the nature of the future war 
was changing: NATO began think­ 
ing less in terms of a lot of men 
in uniform and more in terms of 
nuclear

W ASH ING TO N [Pi — There has 
been a great upsurge of religion 
among our service personnel all over 
| the world, says the Army chief of 
* 
chaplains. Maj. Gen. 
Patrick 
J. 
Ryan, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Armed 
Services Chaplains Board. 
“ Our religious program in the 
Army has never been more strong 
than now.** Chaplain Ryan, a vet­ 
eran of more than 29 years in the 
Army's 182-year-old corps of “silent 
men," 
told a women** 
luncheon 
meeting here. 
Through its character guidance 
service, stepped up shortly after 
■World W ar II. Mien Chaplain Ryan 
said 
morality among 
the armed 
forces “hit an all-time low,” the 
chaplain's service hopes a young 
man will return to civilian life as 
good a man. or better. 
The strength of the program. 
he said, is the corps of dedicated, 
trained 
chaplains and 
the “en­ 
lightened policy of the Department 
of 
the Army—its intelligent at­ 
tention to things religious. 
1.290 Army Chaplains 
Some 1.200 Army chaplains are 
currently on duty at posts around 
the world. Of these 30 per cent are 
Catholic. 5 per cent Jewish and 65 
per cent Protestant. These religious 
men. 
together 
with 
even 
larger 
numbers in the Air Force and Navy, 
are doser to the sendee man than 
his civilian pastor, Father Ryan 
said. 
“ They share a dose eomraderie. 
Both are in uniform, are subject to 
the same discipline, the same lone­ 
liness. This helps to break dowm the 
formal atmosphere of the rectory, 
encourages a less formal approach.” 
The Army had some 900 chapels 
and churches over the world and 
each year builds 12 to 15 new ones. 
It maintains retreat houses in Ger­ 
many (one a former rest center for 
Field Marshal Ooering's Nazi pilots 
during World W ar II), in Japan and 
Korea. Over a three-year period 
ending last July, more than 30.000 
retreatanta 
had 
passed 
through 
these centers. 
Concentrated Prayer 
"Their few daya of concentrated 
prayer and meditation has a decided 
effect on the men," Chaplain Ryan 
said. 
"Tell it to th* chaplain is com­ 
mon advice. We kind of like that. 
It gives us a kind of bond with our 
men. We realize our tremendous re­ 
sponsibility to the country and the 
mothers of the country. America 
produces many superior things. Our 
youth is the greatest. Our change 
is to keep that youth spiritually fit.” 
Chaplain Ryan, born in Minne­ 
sota. was with the Army in Africa 
and in Anzio, Italy, during World 
W ar II. He was honored for valor 
by the United States and has dec­ 
orations from all countries where 
he has been stationed. He was ele­ 
vated to Right Reverend Monsignor 
by Pope Pius X II.

Mitchell said no one should min­ 
imize the effect the Russian satel­ 
lites have had In promoting So­ 
viet presaige throughout the world.

The .tory of the Mite Society 
of fit. James Evangelical Lutheran 
Church is a story that goes back 
one hundred years. 


The ladies of the church had 
been asked to serve as a com­ 
mittee to prepare for the recep­ 
tion of the Rev. Mr. Keiser and 
his family who came to the parish 
in 1858. Then on December 
16, 
1860, permission was given to the 
ladies to raise funds to install gas 
in the church which they had ac­ 
complished 
within three 
months 
with all bills paid. 


Mention of a Mite Society occurs 
in 
the 
minutes of 
the 
Sunday 
School Official Board for Novem­ 
ber 7, 1870, when three objectives 
were cited: (I) ••The Cultivation 
of Sociability among the members 
of the school”; (2) “Sewing”; (3) 
"Raising money for the Sunday 
School.” 
Organized In 188? 
The Mite Society as it has been 
known for the past seventy-five 
years was organized on October 
20, 1882. The secretary’s book for 
that date states "The sum of ten 
cents will constltu*e a lady’s mem­ 
bership 
and 
twenty-five 
cents 
a 
gentleman’s 
membership. 
The 
first officers elected were: 
Mrs. 
Charles Ruff, president; Mrs. G. 
W Spangler, vice president; Miss 
Hal

secretary;

At the very first meeting "a 
soliciting 
committee was appoint­ 
ed to solicit members and contri­ 
butions."

The ladies in those early years

hearts and hands to raise money 
for the work of their church. In 
1899 they helped In the campaign 
for a new pipe organ. A major 
project was the "Oliver Cromwell 
Play” directed by Mrs. Monroe on 
Feb. 4, 5. 1901. 
With the coming of Dr. Clute 
in 1904 the poop lf began to think 
in terms of a new church. Some 
men said it couldn’t be done, but 
the women of the Mite Society be­ 
gan planning ways and means by 
which It should be done. Perhaps 
the biggest event they engineered 
in the exciting campaign to raise 
unds for the new church was the 
feeding of the 
“ Brotherhood 
of 
Railroad Engineers” on May SO, 
1912, when ex-pres’dent Theodore 
Roosevelt was a guest of honor. 
Two thousand people were fed on 
that occasion.

_ "Society Well Known” 
The Mite Society was well known 
throughout the county and beyond 
for their annual chicken supper 
which was held for many years. 
These ladies, however, knew how to 
do many other things beside making 
mashed potatoes and gravy and fry­ 
ing chicken. All through the years 
their wor’c was marked by many 
Good Samaritan acts of which the 
church and community knew very 
little. From time to time donations

American families are reviving 
old customs such as that of the 
Christmas 
Advent wreath, 
used 
during the Advent season, the four 
weeks before Christmas 
The wTeath is made by wirinc 
(m ill clusters of evergreens — 
pine, fir, laurel, hotly or what eve J 
ta available — to a circular wire 
form, which can be brought com­ 
plete with candle sockets or made 
from old wire coat hangers If you 
make your own form 
start bv 
crossing two flat wood sticks abou* 
12 to 15 : riche* long 
and nailing 
them at the center About an inch 
from each end nail a candle socked 
made from small tin can cover 
snipped around the edges and bent 
into place to form candle holders. 
Then make your circle of wire and 
fap le it to the ends of the wood 
strips. Cover the wood that shows 
at the center of the wreath wih 
aluminum foil. 
Purple Ribbon, Candles 
De^-orato the wreath with pur­ 
ple ribbon and insert three purple 
candles and one pink one in the 
sockets. The wreath is placed fla­ 
in the center of the dining table 
and caudles are lighted by various 
members of the family at the eve­ 
ning meal on the Saturday before 
the first Sunday in Advent, after 
a blessing is pronounced by the 
head of the house. 
During the first week of Advent 
the first purple candle is lighten 
*ach night by the youngest child 
of the household, and is left burn­ 
ing during the meal. The secon 
week the eldest child lights the 
first and second purple candles.. 
During the third week, the mother 
of the family lights the two purple 
candies and tfye pink onr The 
fourth week the father lights all 
four candies. 
CTirislmas Ceremony 
The tradition cf the Christmas 
practiced in northern Europe dur­ 
ing the 19th Century, and recently

circular 
wreath is said to be the symbol 
of eternity, the evergreens repre.! 
sent life and growth, the candles 
symbolise the four Sundays of ex­ 
pectation before the birth of Christ.; 
The purple of the ribbon and the 
candles is the avmbol of penance 
and prayer, the pink candle re­ 
presents the joyousness of the sea­ 
son. 
For the Christmas season im­

CITY MANAGER 
FOUNDER READY 
TO EXPLAIN PLAN 


H A R R ISB U R G UP) — The nation­ 
al founder of city manager gov­ 
ernment was available today tor 
consultation with any representa­ 
tives of Pennsylvania’s 47 third- 
class cities considering adoption of 
that type rule. 
Richard S Childs, head of the 
National 
Municipal 
League, 
said 
Tuesday 
he 
would 
be 
available 
from time to time to address meet­ 
ings and explain the workings of 
council-manager rule. 
Childs offered his services at a 
meeting of charter commissions 
elected last November by Three 
Pennsylvania cities to look into the 
advantages of a change from the 
present commission form of gov­ 
ernment. 
The last legislature put “ teeth" 
into a 1922 law which allows any 
third class city to choose among 
three forms of home rule. 
“ Stron; Mayor” 
The other iaim^ allowed under 
law if approved by a public vote 
are the mavor-council or “ strong 
mayor" form and the council - 
manager form. 
The strong mayor form in effect 
means rule by an “ elected city 
m anager.” The council - m anager 
form means naming of a city m an­ 
ager or administrator by council 
Charier commissions were elect­ 
ed in Johnstown! Butler and Potts­ 
ville. Other cities have indicated 
they are considering setting up a 
study of p o s s I b ie government 
change. 
Childs, who developed the city 
manager form more than 35 years 
ago. claimed it helps to “ k e e p 
city administration in city hall.” 
He told the charter commission­ 
ers that the new form of rule would 
“ help eliminate politics from run­ 
ning a city’s administration.”
